“Mutual fear,” in the opinion of 

| chief cause of the world war, 

Viscount Grey, who as Sir Edward} 
|Grey, was foreign minister at the! 
outbreak of the war, has published 
his memoirs. Developing his beilet| 
|that fear caused the conflict, he de- 
scribes as follows the principal fac- 
| tors leading to the Clash of 1914: 

1. Germany ‘had no reason to fear 
anvone after the war of 1870, but she 
built up her armaments and formed 
|the triple alllance, so that she might

2. France, naturally, was afrald at 
ter 1870, and hence formed the dual 
alliance with Russia. 

3. Great Britain, with a small army 
and a large empire, became first un- 
comfortable and then afraid of being) 
isolated, particularly when Germany 
began building her big fleet.
